1 his is a decrease <»f 00 fr«»m last 
year, the loss com ing chiefly from 
the independent districts. 
M any of the county schools have 
come up to tlu* stan d ard set hy the 
stat«* departm ent of education for fl* 
nancinl aid from the state. There are 
a uutulter of requirem ents to be met, 
ami tin* long list of schools that are 
to receive this aid shows th a t Coman* 
t he county is trying to do her part In 
lifting education in T exas to a higher 
plane.
